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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, and 9, Applicant argues that there is no suggestion or motivation in Naghian (WO 00/04649) or Tran 
(WO 00/33479) to determine a deviation of frequency due to the Doppler Effect in conjunction with determining whether an instruction to 
increase/decrease transmission power based on a plurality of stored transmission power control signals is repeatedly generated. 

However, since Naghian and Tran are considered analagous references in that they are both concerned with transmission power 
control in a WCDMA system, it is held that it would have been obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art, given these references, to 
combine the power control command change history determination means of Naghian with the Doppler condition determination means of 
Tran in order to by-pass or modify the derivation of power control commands for improved link performance as spoken of on page 16, 
lines 29-34 of the Tran reference. 

Regarding claims 6 and 10, Applicant argues that there is no suggestion or motivation to combine the TPC serial frequency 
measurement of Takano (U.S. 5,924,043) with the teachings of Naghian in view of Tran. 

However, since Takano is considered analagous art in that it is also concerned with transmission power control in a CDMA system, it 
is held that it would have been obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art, given these references, to combine the TPC serial 
frequency measurement of Takano with the teachings of Naghian in view of Tran in order to further regulate the updating of transmission 
power. 

In response to Applicant's argument that Examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based on improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from Applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 
USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
